PHARR POLICE K9 OFFICER DANIEL CALVILLO WILL TESTIFY THAT ON SEPTEMBER 18, 2019 AT APPROXIMATELY 1732 HOURS 
HE CONDUCTED A TRAFFIC STOP ON THE WHITE CHEVY SILVERADO BEARING TEXAS LICENSE PLATES ' ' BY THE BLOCK 

c OR PARKING AGAINST TRAFFIC, A TEXAS TRANSPORTATION VIOLATION. K9 OFFICER CALVILLO WILL TESTIFY
